But for those of us who 
are observers of the educational scene, a great American 
tragedy is being reenacted every day It’s the tragedy of 
the supermite ndent who has given his life long efforts to 
education, and then suddenly finds himself de prived ot 
his leadership when he is within a few vears of retire 

A new school board has come into powel It con 
cludes that the superinte ndent is « xpe ndable, and so his 
life of service to the school community ends in humilia 
tion and financial worries 

And who's to blame? Herein is the tragedv! The de 
posed supe rintendent is the victim of change over which 
he has had little control. New residents, with new ideas 
move into the district. Inevitable conflict arises between 
oldtimers and newcomers. Arguments cde velop over all 
those many things that school communities can quarrel 
about, and the supe rintendent is caught in the middle 
( ampargns become emotional, and what should be quiet 
differences of opinion become an irrational battle of 
personalities 

A new board mav not appreciate the growth and im 
provement that took place during the superintendent S 
earlier vears. It comes into power pledged to giv the 
community a new deal, including a new superintendent 
And it does so!

to school measures 

rherefore, the goal of everv school 


informational program joined with a 


community-led organization as _part- 
ner should be to reach each household 
in the school district on a door-to-door 
basis. In this great task, it is often 
local P.T.A.’s who have the enthusi- 
asm and other resources to take the 
initiative under strong leadership 
While the attendance area for each 
elementary school may furnish the 
best basis for coverage, P.T.A.’s from 
junior and SCTLLOT high schools as well 
as other interested groups should be 


enlisted in the canvass 


Utilizing all media. Few will dis- 
agree that all media should be used 
to reach a maximum audience prior to 
an election, but those heading the 
informational program must utilize 
their resourcefulness to assure that 
such excellent theory is put into 
practice. In addition to the press, 
radio, television and house-to-house 
canvassing, other important outlets 
may include direct mailing, telephone 
campaigning, club newsletters, house 
organs, pulpit and sound truck an 
nouncements, announcements by po- 
litical candidates for national, state 
and local offices, sample ballots, can 
stickers, posters, charts and graphs, 
and talks to audiences of every size 
and des« ription 

The ingenuity of those undertaking 
the informational program should not 
end here. For example, persuasion of 
local dairies to deliver a leaflet with 
each bottle of milk has proved ettec- 
tive and distribution of literature at 
each check stand of local super 
markets has been another valuable 
technic of conveving educational

HAI program can a school SVS 
tem offer to teachers and pu- 
pils in the summertime? Glencoe, IIL, 
has one answer. In this suburban com 
munity, teachers and pupils  partici- 
pate in a custom-made inservice pro- 
gram designed to promote growth in 
teacher competence and to give chil- 
dren opportunities for specially de 
signed activities that provide enrich- 
ment and special help Glencoe’s 
five-week summer session has operated 
successfully as part of a “career-teach- 
el plan since 1946 
Any teacher hired by Glencoe pub- 
lic schools is automatically on the 
career-teacher plan. This plan pro- 
vides for a 12 months’ contract with 
11 months’ work and a month’s vaca- 
tion with pav in August. Thus, teach- 
ers are just as busy in June or July as 
they are in January, although § their 
activities mav be quite different 
All new teachers are required to be 
at Central School in Glencoe for ori- 
entation and inservice work during 
the summer. Experienced teachers are 
expected to spend one summer in 
four on the school campus The othe: 
three summers are devoted to ad 
vanced study at a colle ge or univer- 
sitv, travel or a free choice of activi-

O' SCHOLARLY dissertations, editorial reve 
lations, and political exhalations concerning 


school boards, there S no end I rom Hawati to

virtually every school board sooner or later may 
expect to be researched, interviewed, examined 
damned with faint praise, declassified, criticized 
insulted, condemned, dissected, annihilated pres

This situation is the more surprising because in 
America it Is ve nerally realized that a school board 
is one of the most Important agencies of de 
mocracy ever envisioned to enhance the educa 
tion of humanity and the discomfiture of school 
idministrators 

My purpose is boldly to reexamine this great 
democratic institution in order to reveal why some 
boards tock when they should tick and to advise 
school superinte ndents on the nature and nurture 
ot Stl h boards Probably no Sé hoolman IS be tte!

Franklin may have drawn 
up the first code of ethics for school 
boards, a perennial activity still prac- 
ticed by all educational groups that 
employ a standing committee and an 
efficient filing system for the facilita- 
tion of ethic-drawing. At anv rate, 
Franklin’s philosophy still seems to 


permeate many board activities. Such 


sage observations as “A penny saved 
is the best policy,” “Never do today 
what can be put off until tomorrow,” 
and “Many words won't fill a bushel” 
are guiding maxims for some school 


boards. 


Distinguished Members 

Other great Americans have served 
(and are serving) as school board mem- 
bers. Alexander Hamilton and John 
Jav were members of the first New 
York State school board. Mark Twain 
was a well known school-boarder, as

Since the uncouth days of Mark 
Twain, developments in the cost and 
character of boards of education have 
been spectacular. Centralized schools, 
more democratic understandings, to- 
getherness, and faster turnpikes have 
banished the smaller school where a 
lone trustee hired the teachers, pur- 
the books, started the 
morning fire 

As education has expanded phvysi- 


chased and 


cally, the smaller boards of three or 
five earnest males have been replaced 
by larger and more conglomerate 
groups, working with quasi-legal ad- 


visorv committees, surve, experts, tax- 
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payers associations, citizen consult- 
ants, and football coaches. Education- 
al authorities agree that the optimum 
school board, if a school board really 
insists on being optimum, should rep- 
resent all the social, political, scientific 
and economic elements of the com- 
munity, as well as some of the people 
themselves. This expansion of boards 
is an interesting development but is 
sometimes difficult to live with be- 
cause it has multiplied the problems 


of school administration. 


The Feminine Touch 


Other newly discovered factors 
have increased the complexities of 
modern school board management 
For example, sex! Today's board of 
education is likely to include not only 
a member of the League of Women 
Voters but several female social work- 
ers as well. There is a growing assump- 
tion that if the gals can participate in 
TV wrestling matches, they certainly 
are fitted for competent board mem- 
bership, inasmuch as for some boards 
the qualifications are quite similar

Who Runs School Boards? 


The most important understanding 
of school boards, however, is neither

question of who runs the 
schools. The great division that must 
be faced by boards of education and 
administrators alike is the crooked and 
wobbly line of demarcation between 


policy making and administration 
that is to say, in school affairs who's 
business IS what, how. when and whv? 
Any solution to this question will de- 
termine the abilitv, longevity and well- 
doing of a board of education and its 
administrative officer 

According to the best educational 
theorv, a board of education is a legis- 
lative body that makes the rules (here- 


inafter called policies by which the 
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schools are run. The superintendent 
has the responsibility of carrving out 
these policies. This argues for a cleat 
and comfortable division of authority 
Alas, how simple and easy the princi- 
ple sounds when it is being expounded 
by a professor of education or a maket 
of charts who thinks the spoils system 
was abolished by Grover Cleveland! 
How pleasant the school board pro- 
ceedings when the principle is ap- 
proved “in principle’! In actual appli- 
cation, however, the policy almost al- 


ways gets clobbered by both board 


and superintendent 

Some board members seem to be- 
lieve (and are given support by M1 
Webster, the well known etvmologist 
that the word “policy” is derived from 
either politics or police. Others sub- 
scribe to the secondary definition that 
policy is a method of betting that cer- 
tain numbers will come up in a lottery, 
i.e. that local merchants will get the 
bid no matter how high their figures 
mav be. In the business of carrving 
out policy, the school administrator 
may also get annoved and, after care- 
ful consideration of the nature of the 
board policy, he is strongly tempted 
to carry it out and deposit it in the 


nearest wastebasket. 


Theory versus Practice 


If the foregoing explanation of 
theory versus practice in board-super- 
intendent relationship is confused, so 
am I. For I often fall by the wayside 
in trving to make it work. Confused 
too, are manv of the school boards and 
superintendents 

Scientifically speaking, the entire in- 
terrelationship of policy making and 
school administration seems to be gov 
erned by Einstein's theory of relativity 
plus the law of improbabilities. Never-

theless, because it 


greatly the wavy of life of school

officials, superintendents and 


boards make every possible 
effort to demark and untangle it 

Four small protections can be 
adopted to help boards understand the 
division between policy making and 
administration: (1) a written, work- 
able code of ethics; (2) a few simple 
rules of procedure; (3) Thinking Big- 
ger, and (4 hope, praver and in 
testinal fortitude 

Despite the unkind reference made 
to codes of ethics in a former para- 
graph, such codes are probably the 


most important element of the board- 


administrator relationship. Nowadays 
a code of ethics can be obtained for 
a 4 cent stamp from any state school 
board association or teachers’ group 
or even, in desperation, from a manu 
facturers’ association or the local sery 
ice club. Sometimes these codes are 
worth the expenditure 

If a school board expresses the am 
bition to code, it should collect a few 
simple, clear-cut ethics pertinent to 
the local situation. These ethics need 
not necessarily be the usual semanti 
cal and sentimental piousities suitable 
for wall plaques and public displays 
straight 


rather, thev should be firm 


forward, workable declarations writ 
ten in nonfading ink, carved on the 
hearts of board members and adminis 
trators, and chiseled in the minds of 


all believers in educational efficiencs

Determining just what is the edu- 
cational objective is much harder than 
setting up objectives for a company 
program. The educational administra- 
tive objective must be to set up a pro- 
gram that will fit not only the local 
area but the nation, so the administra- 
tor can serve wherever he is. 

A greater range of resources should 
be used in the training of the school 
administrator. This means his training 
should draw upon a variety of ex- 
perience from fields other than educa- 
tion. 

As explained by William R. Flesher, 
newly elected chairman of the Plan- 
ning Committee: “During recent years 
we have had various externals intro- 
duced into our conference programs, 
including the appraisals of behavioral 
scientists last year and the best pro- 
grams of other groups this year. We 
have been trying to learn what's new 
outside our field, how they measure 
success. Now it is time again to look 
at ourselves and to determine what 
we have learned from others means to 
us. We can well take a week at the 
1960 conference to digest the informa- 
tion given us at previous meetings, 
and to determine what impact this 
has on our institutions’ program of 
personnel administration.” 

Dr. Flesher, who is professor of 
education at Ohio State University, 
Columbus, succeeds Richard C. Lons- 
dale, Syracuse University, 1959 chair- 
man.

Team Approach: A New Philosophy’ 


School business officials 
of the future will 

have to be all things to 
all men—and the 
‘‘future"’ is already here. 
This changing era 

calls for a ‘‘philosophy 
of management"’ 
tailored to the needs of 


the years to come. 


ANY factors point to the ever in- 
creasing importance of the 
school business official in the admin- 
istration of our educational institu- 
tions. Also, in terms of the nature of 
his work and its significance, a chang- 
ing philosophy in school business man- 
agement seems to be indicated — a 
philosophy using the team approach. 
Various attempts have been made 
to define the school business official, 
to outline his responsibilities, to set 
forth his qualifications, and to describe 
his activities and the sphere of his 
services in relation to the total educa- 
tional program. Here is a definition, 
made from many. 


Job Specifications 

School business management in- 
volves: (1) coordinating ideas, per- 
sonnel, materials, equipment and 
methods in such areas as fiscal plan- 
ning, budget control, purchasing, ac- 
counting, reporting, school housing, 
food service, and transportation; and 
(2) providing the tools, materials and 
services essential to the entire school 
operation in order to accomplish the 
most desirable educational results in 
the least time and at the lowest pos- 
sible cost consistent with quality. 

The specific areas of school business 
responsibility include the following: 
accounting and auditing, building 
planning and construction, cost analy- 
sis, debt service, financial planning, in- 
surance, and personnel management, 
including records and supervision. Al- 
so included are: plant and equipment 
maintenance, reporting, school food 
services, supplies and transportation. 
Miscellaneous duties often are the 
most time consuming. 

Thus we have progressed from the 
business official of two decades ago 
— the bookkeeper with the green eye 
shade, the straight pen, and the la- 


boriously produced charts of beautiful 
statistics. The business official’s mod- 
ern counterpart operates complex cal- 
culating machines. His responsibilities 
have increased and expanded into 
many areas ranging from field service- 
man to staff adviser on highest level 
policy matters. There are many points 
of dissimilarity, but in one respect 
business managers are alike: complete 
dedication to their task. 


Look Into the Future 

While the following list is not in- 
tended to be complete, it serves to in- 
dicate the teasons that the areas of 
activity and responsibility of the school 
business official are certain to grow: 

1. The continuing acceptance and 
implementation of the American phi- 
losophy of mass education points to 
larger school systems. 

2. The increased complexity of the 
instructional program, including the 
problems of curriculums, pupil dif- 
ferences, child welfare, procurement 
and retention of certified personnel, 
and the maintenance of public support 
for schools, indicates a still greater re- 
sponsibility for the school business of- 
ficial during the coming years. 

3. The ever increasing scholastic 
population in Grades 1 through 12 
and the expanding enrollments in 
adult classes point up construction and 
personnel problems for the future. 

4. The unprecedented changes in 
the total school program will affect 
business management definitely and 
challengingly. The purchase of sup- 
plies for quality and quantity is one 
of many examples. 

5. The financing of the schools of 
tomorrow and the competition for the 
public tax dollar will challenge the 
intelligence and ingenuity of all school 
administrators of tomorrow. And to- 
morrow is here, now. Where districts 
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of School Business Management 


spend the least, they are likely to have 
the poorest schools and greatest dis- 
satisfaction; where they spend more, 
they have better schools, and the pub- 
lic is better satisfied. 

6. Everywhere we hear that the 
future of the nation — in fact, the 
world — is in the classroom of the 
schools of our country. Education has 
been characterized as our first line of 
national defense. 


Team Management Needed 


The challenging and changing era 
ahead calls for a changing philosophy 
of school administration. The little- 
ezar concept gradually is being re- 
placed by the more democratic form 
of management. 

Big business and commercial enter- 
prises through experience have found 
that the team approach is more effec- 
tive in getting results. It is alse more 
successful in maintaining high morale 
among persennel. In a sense, this dem- 
ocratie appreach plaees a greater re- 
sponsibility upon the school business 
official, for it presumes an informed 
and inspiring quality of leadership. 

The school business official who be- 
lieves in this philosophy of manage- 
ment will follow these 10 suggestions: 

1. Seek a full knowledge of the op- 
eration of group dynamics. 

2. Let co-workers and subordinates 
know their work is appreciated by 
their superiors. 

3. Plan operational procedures and 
the work program with members of 
the department as a team. 

4. Organize the personnel, the 
work, and the program in order to ac- 
complish the school’s objectives. 

5. Staff the department with per- 
sonnel qualified to do the job and to 
work cooperatively. 

6. Direct and evaluate the work of 
the school business department as a 
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final step toward successful admin- 
istration and management. 

7. Use the services of consultants 
and specialists. (The day of one per- 
son knowing it all is passing, and the 
expert in the respective fields will be 
called in to assist if required. The 
business manager is needed for man- 
agerial and not necessarily technical 
skills. ) 

8. Serve as a stabilizer and balance 
wheel in the school system’s day-to- 
day activities. 

9. Study 
findings. 

10. Search for and produce new 
ideas constantly. 

Development of the administrative 
and management function by both 
commerce and industry has accented 
the need for qualified business man- 
agement personnel in the greatest 
business of our nation, the public 
school system. 

Within three decades school busi- 
ness officials have attained a relatively 
high degree of professionalization in 
the seope of work, the magnitude of 
responsibility, the quantity and qual- 
ity of professional research and litera- 
ture, and specialized training, and in 
the recognition giver. business officials 
by their respective communities.

interpretation, Too, Important 

Our big business of school business 
management involves people: pupils, 
parents, organizations and the general 
“paying public.” For this reason it is 
important that the business official be 
prepared to assist in the school dis- 
trict’s big job of interpreting its 
schools, and education in general, to 
its community. The business official 
will have to evaluate public attitudes 
correctly and find out what the pub- 
lic thinks of his district’s schools. 

Commercial businesses give their 
customers the red carpet treatment. 
The business manager of the future 
will have to remember that anyone 
who calls at the school offices, comes 
to see the business officer, asks for 
some service, or directs a question to 
the business staff is the school system's 
“customer” and needs to be served as 
such. 

In addition to his more specific 
duties, the business manager of the 
future will have to acquire a highly 
developed consciousness of his “pub- 
lic” — the community. Within the 
framework of his new managerial 
philosophy he will have to function 
as a first-rate public relations agent for 
his school district. a

issuance of bonds must all be sub- 
mitted to and affirmatively authorized 
by the voters at such elections.” In 
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this case the plaintiff contended that 
the municipality, acting through the 
mayor and council, had no authority 
to interfere in school matters. 


Local Board Governs Schools 


The court’s reasoning with respect 
to this matter is particularly interest- 
ing. It pointed out that school districts 
with boundaries coterminous with 
those of municipalities have been, for 
more than half a century, considered 
by the New Jersey courts as “local 
governmental units, governed by a 


board of education.” It amplified this 


by saying: “They are separate, dis- 
tinct and free from the control of the 
municipal governing body, except to 
the extent our education law 
vides.” The court also reasoned that 
the fact that the borough is, under the 
statute, required by law to collect the 


pro- 


school district’s taxes gives it no basis 
for intrusion in school affairs. 

With respect to the fact that there 
was no law relating to deconsolida- 
tion, the court said: “The wisdom of 
the omission thereof is entirely a legis- 
lative and not a judicial matter.” This

It is very clear that the 
legislative scheme of separation of 
school district from governing body 
has for one of its principal objects the 
very sound policy of keeping partisan 
politics out of the administration of 
local public education as far as possi- 
ble and to preclude the very kind of 
political involvement which is now 
happening in Westwood ... . The aim 
is clear that the local school system 
shall be run by the citizens through 
their elected representatives on the 
board of education and not by politi- 
cal parties and that the elections of 
board members shall be on the basis of 
educational issues and not partisan 


considerations.” 


“‘Intrusion’’ in School Affairs 


Continuing with respect to the ref- 
erendum question, the court had this 
to sav: “This particulan . question 
does constitute a prohibited intrusion 
under the principles we have stated, 
in school district affairs, by a body 
which has no business intermeddling 
with them in the slightest degree ex- 
cept as the legislature has permitted ‘i 
It then pointed out that those favoring 
deconsolidation who were interested 
in knowing how the public felt about 
the matter had two avenues open to 
them.

. . desires to ascertain the sentiment

(emphasis supplied) “it may adopt an 
ordinance or resolution to provide for 
such ‘at the next ensuing general elec- 
tion.” The court believed this was 
not broad enough to cover the situa- 
tion here because it interpreted this 
section as referring to “a question of 
policy relating to matters in that 
sphere of government committed by 
law to and within or related to the 
powers of the body permitted to call 
for the referendum.” 

It was also intimated that perhaps 
the mayor and council could act on the 
matter because, by statute, they could 
petition the legislature for the enact- 
ment of a special law. 


Petition Procedure Is Limited 


To this contention the court again 
remarked: “The petition procedure is 
only available or necessary where the 
proposed law regulates internal af- 
fairs” of the governing body that so 
petitions. 

It is significant that in this decision 
there was a dissenting opinion. The 
justice writing this opinion raised the 
question of what is to be done, as in 
the case here, where there is no statute 
providing for deconsolidation, and 
asked whether in such a case the 
municipality must do nothing. He 
answered this by saving: 

“I do not think so. It seems to me 
the municipality has the right in such 
a situation to seek legislation, general 
or perhaps even special .. . . If it has 
that right, it has the right to find out 
how strongly its citizens want a 
change, and ask their beforehand ad- 
vice by referendum.” 

The significance of this case lies in 
the fact that the court ruled that the 
municipality has no authority to in- 
clude a nonbinding referendum, deal- 
ing with an educational matter, on a 
ballot at a general election; that in so 
doing it is interfering with the affairs 
of another government agency, the 
school district. It is evident that the 
court is of the opinion that the auton- 
omy of a school district in matters of 
educational import should be jealous] 
guarded. This question of the author- 
itv of the municipality to interfere in 
school matters is one that has been 
raised from time to time but never, to 
my knowledge, in a factual situation 
similar to that portrayed here 2

minority racial or national groups in 
the community are overlooked in an 
informational program when they may 
actually represent valuable potential 
support and offset indifference ex- 
pressed elsewhere. Sometimes school 
personnel belonging to these groups 
may help organize the program 
among their churches, club and news- 
papers. However, contacts must also 
be on the highest administrative and 
board levels. Of course, the question 
of minorities is just another way of 
indicating that each community is 
made up of many “publics” or differ- 
ent interest groups and that a differ- 
ent approach is needed for each. 

Some may argue that the geo- 
graphic or grass-roots principle of the 
informational program will take care 
of adapting approaches to minorities 
or to publics residing in various sec- 
tions of the school district. Such is not 
necessarily the case and, even if it is, 
overlapping coverage is always good 
insurance 

Feeling the pulse of the public. 
Despite months of careful research 
and planning, capable leadership in 
and out of the school system, and 
painstaking preparation of informa- 
tional materials, questions or opinions 
may develop in the community that 
can destroy weeks of constructive 
effort. For this reason it is vital that 
the school “information 
center” as well as the citizens’ com- 
mittees working in the community 
keep tab on problems as they develop. 
These mental dust devils are impor- 
tant if they create dissatisfaction, even 
though the issues may have nothing to 
do with the measures at hand. 

Once a pattern of inquiries has de- 
veloped, answers can be worked out 
for distribution to future speakers and 
others who may be confronted with 
the same questions When a speaker 


svstem’s 


is prepared for a problem not original- 
lv included in a talk, he can usually do 
a far better job of handling it. 


Timing of the election. Picking the 
correct occasion on which to vote for 
school measures may seem bevond 
the scope of planning an informational 
program, but the selection of a polling 
date mav well have a crucial effect, 
as so many other factors do, on the 
whole undertaking. Experience has 
shown that it is far better to vote on 
educational matters when school is in

session. Otherwise parents, who are 
usually the most active supporters of 
school measures, may not even be in 
town on election day. A preliminary 
effort to encourage the obtaining of 
absentee ballots will offset this loss to 
a limited degree only. 

Another consideration in planning 
school ballot measures is reduction of 
costs to the school district by combin- 
ing with a county, state or national 
election. Still another factor is how 
heavy the vote will be. Unless there 
are other proposals on the ballot that 
will hinder understanding of school 
issues, it is better to include them in 
an election of maximum interest to the 
community. Records show that the 
schools have a better chance when- 
ever voting is the heaviest. A light 
vote just as often will spell defeat be- 
cause of indifference or widespread 
overconfidence. Too many housewives 
and fathers may think their individual 
votes really won't make any difference 


anyway. 


Follow-up and evaluation. Every 
informational program should be or- 
ganized and administered with the 
understanding that school personnel 
and citizens committees will follow- 
up and evaluate the effort after the 
polls are closed and the ballots are 
finally counted. Of course, the success 
or failure of the bond proposals or tax 
rate increases will be the best criterion 
to use in evaluating the success of the 
endeavor. 

But whatever the results, acknowl- 
edgment of cooperation, recognition 
of leadership and endorsements, and 
assurance that the schools continue to 
seek public interest will be highly ap- 
propriate. Questionnaires and other 
devices may be used among persons 
who worked on the informational pro- 
gram to determine better procedures 
and to develop other refinements. 
These can be profitably tabulated and 
analyzed for future use. 

Each community will have its own 
peculiar problems and adaptations for 
a given school bond or tax election. 
The situation also is conditioned by: 
(1) the existing confidence of the 
voters in the board of education and 
professional staff; (2) the satisfaction 
of residents with the current educa- 
tional product, and (3) the effective- 
ness with which a public information 
program is already in operation as 
part of the daily school routine. §&

Learning the language of the land is 
not enough. The best way to prepare 
men for successful “overseasmanship” 
is to get them abroad under competent 
and experienced direction. But they 
should be required to know America 
first. 

Sessions were held on from two to 
four days by interest groups. Some of 
the points dealt with follow: 

Certification of administrators and 
accreditation. According to W. Earl 


Armstrong, executive secretary of the 
National Council for the Accreditation 
of Teacher Education, the trend in 
certification is away from bureaucracy. 
There is less prescribing of specific 
courses by names and the required 
number of hours of credit. Today the 
plan is to prescribe general areas 
(liberal arts, sciences, educational ad- 
ministration) and to allow the teacher 
training schools to determine how this 
work shall be constituted. Under this 
arrangement there must be insistence 
on a high standard of self-policing by 


the school 
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Visiting certification teams are ef- 
fective at first, but subsequent visits 
tend to become perfunctory. State de- 
partment representatives are too con- 
scious of political pressures. The inde- 
pendent certifying commission serves 
best. 

Most effective results in raising the 
standards of the superintendency will 
be action by the superintendents 
themselves. The resolution adopted by 
the American Association of School 
Administrators, requiring two years 
of graduate work by those applying 
for membership beginning with 1964, 
is a strong move in that direction. In 
this connection it was reported that 
another $300,000 grant had been ap- 
proved by the Kellogg Foundation for 
continuing the work of the A.A.S.A.’s 
Committee on the Advancement of 
School Administration through 1964. 

Internships. Programs now in op- 
eration at the University of Pittsburgh, 
New York University, and Florida 
State University were studied. Intern- 
ship should be tied in with recruit- 
ment, so that candidates can be se- 
lected early. In many areas it is diffi- 
cult to get men into the internship pro- 
gram because of the relatively low 
salaries paid during the training 
period. 

Personnel administration. An effort 
was made to identify critical needs in 
upgrading training programs in this 
area. Work of the American Associa- 
tion of Examiners and Administrators 
of Educational Personnel was de- 
scribed. 

Recruitment and_ selection. This 
subject is undergoing intensive exami- 
nation. Measuring the empathy of ad- 
ministrators through the use of multi- 
ple choice alternatives, as now being 
studied at Florida State University, is 
not far enough along to make any 
claims for its usefulness. Other studies 
at the University of Chicago and Stan- 
ford University also seek to determine 
the potentialities of prospective ad- 
ministrative candidates.

Named for a 1960-62 term on the 
Planning Committee were the follow- 
ing: Daniel E. Griffith, Columbia 
University; Stephen 3 Knezevich, 
University of Iowa, and Llovd E. Me- 
Cann, University of Arizona.

Delinquent Behavior: Culture and the 
Individual. A juvenile delinquent proj- 
ect, William C. Kvaraceus, director. 
National Education Association, 1201 
Sixteenth Street, N.W., Washington 6, 
D.C. Pp.

As the first section of a two-part study, 
this is a book of clues rather than con- 
clusions. For the latter, look with great 
hope to the second half of the report, 
“Delinquent Behavior: Principles and 
Practices,” now being readied for early 
publication 

But this first part, which seeks “The 
moving ‘why’ they do it,” is in itself a 
volume of first importance. It is empty 
of dogma and rhetoric, full of insight and 
humility. It presents the tested and coor- 
dinated thinking of six distinguished 
withorities, one each from the fields of 
psychology, cultural anthropology, soci- 
ology, psychiatry, pediatrics and crimin- 
ology. It was prepared by William C. 
Kvaraceus, Boston University, director of 
the project, and Walter B. Miller, Har- 
vard Graduate School of Education. 


Study Norm Violations 


Published in May 1959 after a nine- 
month incubation, this booklet is based 
primarily on studies of norm-violating 
behavior among children in cities of a 
half million or more. But while, accord- 
ing to the authors, most communities in- 
sist that the problem exists acutely not in 
theirs but rather in the next industrial 
city, there are few portions of the analy- 
sis which are not applicable in Every- 
town. The general aim is to offer help to 
the school administrator and classcoom 
teacher in understanding, educating and 
rehabilitating the predelinquent and de- 
linque nt student 

Keep your dander down. You asked for 
it through your National Education As- 
sociation. Be grateful and glad that the 
report recognizes clearly that  delin- 
quency is not primarily the school’s prob- 
lem. “The school is not a hospital. It is 
not a custodial agency. It is a place where 
the teacher motivates and guides the 
learning process Chere is much built- 
in wisdom in traditional practices of the 
school and home It is possible that 
the old-time, moralistic mentor has an 
important role in our social structure.” 

In the light of its own extreme care in 
definition, command of evidence, and 
quiet fact-facing, only a specialist should 
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venture to review this volume. I know 
that I ought to be a psychopsychiatrist or 
socioanthropologist, or at least an ex- 
perienced and successful delinquent, be- 
fore tackling it. I must do my best with 
more limited qualifications. 

First, I must learn to talk, as the book 
does, of norm-violating behavior rather 
than of juvenile delinquency. Delinquen- 
cy is not a diagnostic term but only a 
description of symptoms of something 
else, ie. something in a lad’s makeup or 
that of his family and cultural setting. He 
is enmeshed in his syndromes, as you 
and I are enmeshed in ours. Of course, I 
must carefully distinguish, too, between 


one-shot and habitual transgression. 


Accepting a ‘‘Lower Class"’ 


Although it affronts my urge to believe 
that ours is a classless society, I must ac- 
cept as fact the existence of a “lower 
class” (comprising in our large cities 40 
to 60 per cent of the population) that 
helds a set of values far different from 
those cherished by the “middle class.” I 
must perforce concede that few people 
spend much of their free time with those 
outside their own cultural level, or marry 
them. 

To the lower class the idea of trouble 
is normal. Attempts to avoid or avert it 
aren't worth the trouble. That’s just the 
way the sparks fly. These people hold a 
pagan belief in fate as an all determining 
factor and plead it as a perennial and 
acceptable excuse. Excitement, however 
violent, is an antidote for the drabness of 
their days. The virtues of the pavements, 
toughness and smartness, have high 
prestige value. A boy s duplicity quotient 
must be high if he is to operate effective- 
ly in the world of the street corner where 
a guy has to prove himself. The teacher, 
poor innocent, is an ignoramus in his 
eyes. What does he know of real life 
in the back alleys? The con man, fast 
with a fast buck, is the hero pattern. 


Fate Shapes All 


lo this group money is something to 
be spent as soon as, or before, you get it. 
Any thought of restraint, fiscal, physical 
or emotional, is abhorrent. Nobody, but 
nobody, is going to push me around! Yet 
even while protesting against all control 
from inside or outside, the juvenile delin- 
quent (excuse me, norm-violating young-

ing the family’s financial secrets. Swear- 
ing is regarded as a moderate infraction. 
But Church B considers drinking, smok- 
ing and playing beano the worst of of- 
fenses, while Church A puts beano and 
smoking at the bottom. 

The school lists attacks on the principal, 
truancy and refusal to do lessons as 
worst violations. Next comes swearing in 
the classroom. Legal authorities place 
assault and theft at the top of the list, 
swearing at the bottom. 

Whose rules shall we follow? To lots 
of kids you and I are a bunch of squares, 
maybe even cubes. We “don’t talk their 
language,” or think their thoughts. It is 
hard for us to assess the problem and to 
prescribe the solution. This doesn’t at all 
prevent most of us from coming up with 
ready generalizations and easy 10 day 
sure cures. The flippant ones are apt to 
recommend miracle whip. 

Even those who have reserved judg- 
ment or masked their agnosticism by 
talking sagely and vaguely of multiple 
causes will be a bit surprised by some 
passages in this book. For here are set- 
tings and problems so complex that even 
Abby Van Buren or Dick Clark could 
hardly resolve them in a column. 


‘‘Myths"’ Exploded 


Let’s look at some of the handy 
“myths” which the authors of this volume 
explore and explode: 

1. There is no delinquent type per se. 

2. Norm-violating behavior is not 
simply maladjustment. Many of those 
who are delinquent by school standards 
may be adjusting very well to their need 
for conformity and status within their 
natural group. 

3. You can’t settle for the working 
mother explanation alone. She has a dif- 
ferent meaning and effect in the lower 
class family where the pattern is so 
largely typical. 

4. The same is true of the broken 
home theory. That, too, is common in 
lower class society where early sex ex- 
perience, serial mating, and separation 
(and hence the female-based household) 
are often an accepted style. Indeed, the 
broken home may not be so sorry an in- 
fluence as the one that is badly and per- 
manently bent. 

5. There is little scientific support for 
the belief that mental retardation is a sole 
determining factor, when 
“culture fair” tests of intelligence are 
used. Many delinquents are extremely 
bright in the context of their milieu. 

6. Except for certain types of pro- 
grams carefully planned, administered 
and coordinated with other efforts, the 


especially 


playground panacea belongs with other 
myths. The youngster is often the first to 
recognize and resent the busy-hands-for- 
idle-thoughts kick. 

7. Nor is it just bad companions. In 
many ways the gang plays a constructive 
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role in the socializing process. The Little 
Caesar stereotype seldom exists. In the 
typical gang there are three or four 
leaders. 

8. Physical attributes and heredity are 
not determining, though a strong phy- 
sique may generate leadership in what- 
ever is undertaken. More important than 
heredity is the type of pattern that leads 
to acceptance of norm-violating behavior. 

9. Research shows that slum clearance 
is no single answer. It isn’t so much clean 
and attractive homes as it is the character 
of the inhabitants, their relationships, 
and their culture. 

10. Legislation, such as curfew laws, 
and punishment are not antidotes in 
themselves. Good legislation is only en- 
abling, not curative, and punishment is 
not effective unless it is related to ac- 


ceptance of responsibility 


Not All ‘‘Disturbed’”’ 


But surely we can fall back on the con- 
viction that all de linquents are emotion- 
ally disturbed. Not so. In fact, among the 
lower class (who account for 85 per cent 
of recorded cases) less than a fifth may 
be so described. “The preponderant por- 
tion of our ‘delinquent’ population con- 
sists of essentially ‘normal’ lower class 
youngsters.” Probably because their de- 
viant behavior is more readily accept- 
ed by their families and peers, relatively 
few such children suffer from guilt feel- 
ings or show evidence of emotional symp 
toms 

It is another story with middle class 
delinquents. When they “go wrong” 
they are acting outside the group mores 
['wo-thirds of such offenders show emo- 
tional disturbance. However, they are 
less likely to become court cases. This 
is not necessarily true because the mid- 
dle class. “takes care of its own” through 
influence or class favoritism on the part 
of the authorities, such as Vance Pack- 
ard implies in “The Status Seekers.” It 
is most often true simply because middle 
class parents are more willing to accept 
psychiatric help and to follow through 
with remediative measures in the famil, 


which improves the prognosis 


Alarm Not Exaggerated 


Is our alarm over juvenile delinquen- 
cv exaggerated? Hardly so, in the light of 
official figures on the rate of increase of 
serious crimes by teen-agers. Hardly so, if 
one reads the news stories of burglings, 
muggings and knifings. Hardly so, in the 
light of New York City’s summer slavings 

Yet some of the to-do, the report sug- 
gests, springs from the utility of the ju- 
venile delinquent as a new and popular 
scapegoat, now that we no longer have 
the Nazis and Japanese as targets for our 
irritations and aggressive feelings and 
since it has become increasingly un- 
racial 


popular to vent them against 


minorities at home. 


The juvenile delinquent also makes 
good copy and .good headlines. While 
some psychiatrists have argued that 
much of the literature and art deemed 
obscene or crime-provoking by public 
authorities, instead of being a_ social 
evil, may actually provide a harmless 
outlet for unwholesome impulses, our 
authors attach importance to the extent 
to which the delinquent theme is ex- 
ploited in comics, movies, television, 
news and fiction. Dr. Kvaraceus and 
Dr. Miller tend to believe that the ex- 
amples of toughness exhibited in such 
pieces as “The Blackboard Jungle” and 
“High School Confidential” provide a 
toughness image for emulation, touch- 
ing off such a stream of consciousness 
reaction among potential delinquents as 
this: “Gee, I thought I was tough. That 
kid is twice as tough as me. So that’s 
what you have to do to be tough!” The 
violence in books and magazines and 
movies that to youngsters stabilized in 
middle class mores may be “just a show” 
mav be taken by others as real and thus 
leads to playing for keeps (with Bram 
Stoker really clutching at our throats). 


How Spot Predelinquent? 


How can __ the predelinquent be 
spotted? Some of the many testing in- 
struments are promising but still far 
from effective. When individual observa- 
tion by skilled persons leads to diagnosis 
and prediction, the prediction is apt to 
be upset by preventive measures, which 
is good for therapy and for the child, 
but not for checking the accuracy of 
prediction technics. As in all areas of 
this problem, much more research is 
indicated. 

With an estimated 85 per cent of our 
delinquents coming from the lower 


classes and the bulk of these at least 


partly re sponding to a lower class cul- 


ture pattern, it might seem that sub- 
stantial reduction is possible only by 
eliminating the lower class pattern or 
by substituting it for the one to which 
society now adheres. (At the moment 
the programming part of the television 
industry seems to be hell-bent on solu- 
tion by devolution.) We mav well be 
glad that the task is not primarily that 
of the schools and that the dilemma 


may be resolved in the new chapters. 


‘‘Compact as School Budget”’ 


Finally, let me remark that the pres- 
ent report Is as compact as a_ school 
budget. It is not easy reading except as 
it is made so bv the fascination of the 
subject and by our own deep concern 
ind involvement with it. It deserves 
earnest studv. And the N.E.A. and _ its 
working team deserve our highest praise 
for an undertaking so vital, so compre- 
hensive, so ably managed, and so fraught 


with the possibility of great good. * 
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A RECENT magazine article criticized school 
boards for building school ‘‘palaces."’ It said the 
schools cost too much. 

Hundreds of educators, builders and architects 
threw back this rebuttal: ‘‘Today’s schools are 
beautiful and comfortable, but new methods of 
construction have kept the cost surprisingly 
low.” Here is one of many examples, the Cherry 
Avenue Elementary School in Sayville, New York

fund of the Treasury to the special in- 
terstate highway fund. 

Thus, the fiscal legerdemain of fed- 
eral aid for highways outside the fed- 
eral budget continues, further pre- 
empting the tax sources of the states 

Such earmarked “user” taxes for 
highways are as unsound as the policy 
of a school sponsoring only football as 
a student activity because other school 
activities cannot pay their own way 
through gate receipts. Continued fed- 
eral invasion of a major tax source up- 
on which all states depend for financ- 
ing basic services is more serious. The 
quality education upon which even our 
national security largely depends is 
injured because its fiscal glamour quo- 
tient is low. 

President Eisenhower's special mes- 
sage to Congress called for a “slight 
increase” in the federal gas tax. He 
asked for a five-year increase from 3 
cents to 4% cents, which would boost 
federal aid for interstate highways 
from at least $9 billion to at least $13.5 
billion for the period. For education a 
fraction of these amounts is regarded 
by official Washington as dangerously 
inflationary. 

The first tax on the sale of gasoline 
came in Oregon in 1919, and all states 
had tapped this source of revenue by 
1929. In fiscal 1959 only general sales 
taxes were more productive. Gasoline 
taxes accounted for 18 per cent of 
state revenues totaling more than $3 
billion. State taxation has doubled 
since 1950, but the states have spent 
even more and their debts have in- 
creased substantially. Federal under- 
mining of any of the states’ major 
revenue sources throws extra burdens 
on others because all are interrelated. 

In 1932 the federal government be- 
gan to tax the sale of gasoline at 1 
cent per gallon. Now the combined 
state and federal rates approach 10 
cents, about equal to the cost of gaso- 
line at the refinery. 

It seems to us that the combination 
of a special federal highway fund op- 
erated on earmarked “user” taxes out- 
side the federal budget is poor public 
policy. It is of doubtful wisdom to 
make gasoline taxes the measure of 
interstate highway construction. It is 
even worse to create irresistible tax 
pressures by inflating programs and 
costs, and then to insist on increasing 


taxes regardless of consequences 


Educational Television Networks 


> Educational television appears to be 
moving toward regional or national 
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networks. The possibilities of multi- 
plying the hands of ETV broadcasters 
through networks are not entirely new, 
and practical beginnings have been 
made. Alabama was the first to devel- 
op a state network consisting of three 
stations. Florida is moving toward a 
similar statewide service of five sta- 
tions. There is planning going on at 
present for a network of some kind in 
New England 

Several current developments are of 
particular interest. One is the purchase 
ot videotape recorders for the 43 edu- 
cational stations of the country by the 


National Educational TV and Radio 
Center, using Ford Foundation funds 
Mass reproduction and distribution of 
videotapes can be a vast improvement 
over the present program of exchang- 
ing kinescope recordings. When the 
videotape interchange reaches full 
operation many will call it a national 
ETV network, but it differs greatly 
from a “live” network in an education- 
al sense 

A second possibility lies in regional 
networks made possible by using air- 
borne transmitters. A large airplane fly-

Formal Education Through TV 

> The use of TV for formal education 
has been markedly successful in col- 
leges and universities and has demon- 
strated some usefulness for regular 
school studies. It can teach facts; it is 
better than no teacher or an incom- 
petent teacher; it can supplement the 
work of any teacher, and it can greatl) 
expand the range of a superior teach- 
er insofar as TV can carry that teach- 
er’s contributions to the pupils. Never- 
theless, important questions remain 
whether networks, particularly large 
regional or national live svstems, are 
an appropriate extension of televised 
lessons for school children. They ac- 
centuate the weaknesses of television, 
the inflexibility, the high cost, the lack 
of opportunity for discussion on the 
basis of the immediate question, and 
guidance for the teacher in terms of 


the questions that children ask. 


Financing Educational TV 

> The question of finance is impor- 
tant. Educational television

A few years ago educators hailed 
educational television as a great sup- 
plementary tool for the teacher to im- 
prove instruction. Because of promo- 
tional activities, this idea has under- 
gone a radical change. Today the aver- 
age businessman, school board mem- 
ber, teacher or parent is likely to asso- 
ciate ETV with saving money. Until 
we are far more certain that it can 
really do this, without abusing the 
educational opportunities available to 
children, this is a dangerous public

Property Accounting Handbook 
Off Press This Month 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — More than 
two years in the making, the new proper- 
ty accounting handbook of the U.S. Office 
of Education was expected to be ready 
for distribution by the middle of October. 
Cooperating organizations were the As- 
sociation of School Business Officials of 
the United States and Canada, American 
Association of School Administrators, the 
Council of Chief State School Officers, 
the National Council on Schoolhouse 
Construction, and the National School 
Boards Association. The manual was com- 
piled by Paul L. Reason, associate chief, 
and George G. Tankard Jr., specialist, 
educational records and reports, Office 
of Education. 

The publication is intended as a guide 
for use throughout the country in setting 
up property information in comparable 
data form and in standard terminology 

“Property Accounting for Local and 
State School Systems” is divided into 
three parts: classification and definition 
of property accounts, property account- 
ing terminology, and property accounting. 

Compilation of the manual began with 
a policy committee meeting called by the 
U.S. Commissioner of Education, which 
was attended by executive secretaries of 
the cooperating associations and_repre- 
sentatives of the Office of Education. A 
two-day planning conference followed in 
January 1957. Between June of that year 
and August 1958, three national and 
eight regional conferences were held 
which spanned the country. Some 179 
representatives of the cooperating organi- 
zations actually sat down around a con- 
ference table at one place or another and 
spent 38 days of full-time conference dis- 
cussion in this activity. More than 600 
specific proposals regarding the prepara- 
tion of the handbook came out of these 
conferences and were taken into account 
in its preparation. 

Next in the list of publications in the 
series of accounting manuals issued by 
the U.S. Office of Education will be a 
handbook on financial accounting for stu- 
dent activities.

Transportation Conference 
To Update Bus Standards 


LAWRENCE, KAN. — Growing em- 
phasis on highway safety and the far- 
reaching implications of the recent fed- 
eral aid highway act are among the im- 
portant reasons for focusing national at- 
tention on school transportation at the 
1959 national conference on school trans- 
portation. At the meetings, to be held 
here October 4 through 7, invited partici- 
pants will revise and bring up to date the 
minimum standards for school buses and 
make recommendations on the selection, 
preparation and supervision of school bus 
drivers, according to Norman Key, sec- 
retary of the National Commission on 
Safety Education, N.E.A. 

The last previous conference of this 
type, held in 1954 at Michigan State 
University, Lansing, authorized an_ in- 
terim committee on school transportation, 
consisting of representatives of state de- 
partments of education. During 1958 fou 
regional conferences were held with 39 
state departments represented, Six study 
committees met in Washington, D.C., 
June 25 to 27 of this vear to prepare ma- 
terials for action by the conference to be 
held at the University of Kansas. 

Attention will center on the following 
areas: body construction, chassis con- 
struction, electrical system and identifica- 
tion, accessories, uniform laws and op- 
erating procedures, and school bus 
drivers 

As in the past, attendance will be by 
invitation and will include state superin- 
tendents of public instruction, state su- 
pervisors of pupil transportation, city and 
county school superintendents, city and 
county school transportation supervisors 
college and university personnel active in 
school bus driver educational programs 
Representatives of state agencies and 
national organizations concerned with 
safety and economy in school transporta- 
tion also will be invited as consultants

Slump To Be Short-Lived 


NEW YORK Educational building 
contracts in the second quarter of this 
year were down only 5 per cent from 
a vear ago, while first quarter contracts 
were down 20 per cent, reports the F. W. 
Dodge Corporation in its monthly bulle- 
tin, Building Business. 

“Contracts for educational buildings in 
the first six months were valued at 
$1,304,000,000, down 12 per cent from 
a vear ago,” states George Cline Smith 
vice president and economist, and Edwin 
W. Magee IJr., 
“Basic demand for educational facilities 


associate economist 
continued strong, as indicated by rapid 
growth in the school age population plus 
the already existent classroom shortage 
On the other hand, increasing financial 
difficulties on the part of state and local 
governments are probably responsible, in 
large measure, for the recent slackening 
in school construction activity. The cur-

progress in language, social studies, 
mathematics, science and related fields 
according to individual achievements. 

University of North Carolina will use a 
$326,500 grant to give prospective high 
school teachers a strong background of 
advanced work in their subject fields. 

University of Southern California has 
a grant of $660,000 which will be used 
to produce high school teachers who are 
“specialists” in their subject fields, who 
have acquired new kinds of teaching 
skills, and who have approximately 60 
units in their major fields. 


Vanderbilt University will continue 


and enlarge its program that enables 
graduates of liberal arts colleges to ob- 
tain an M.A. degree in teaching in four 
quarters of graduate work. The univer- 
sity’s grant amounts to $615,300. 

Wayne State University’s program, 
which trains three kinds of teachers who 
make up a team, will be supported by 
an $800,000 grant. The program focuses 
on a “career” teacher who supervises two 


others.

states, regions and the federal govern- 
ment because some areas do not have the 
money to give their citizens an adequate 
education. 

This is one of five resolutions passed 
by a national group of local superintend- 
ents in a “Charter for American Educa- 
tion” which they drew up at the 18th 
annual work conference on administrative 
problems of superintendents of schools 
and other general administrative and su- 
pervisory officers at Teachers College, 
Columbia University, recently. 

A second resolution concerns the im- 
provement of school-community _rela- 
tions. “An educational system which re- 
flects the ideals and goals of American 
democracy is possible only if the people 
of America participate actively in plan- 
ning, interpreting and evaluating their 
school systems,” the charter said. 

Other resolutions called for improved 
educational leadership, greater use of re- 
search to improve the quality of educa- 
tion and a change in the curriculum and 
school structure to meet future educa- 


tional needs. 


Retired Teachers Home 
Planned in New York State 


ALBANY, N.Y. — The New York State 
Teachers Association is soliciting funds 
from its members to build a New York 
State Retired Teachers Home, Arthur L. 
Baker, chairman of the fund raising com- 
mittee, announced recently. 

The home, tentatively scheduled to be 
built in DeWitt, N.Y., is being planned 
to accommodate 72 persons. 

Cost per person is expected to amount 
to not less than $125 nor more than $150 
per month, Mr. Baker said. This will 
place the cost within the limits of the 
minimum pension now in existence in 
the state and will make the home self- 
supporting, he added. 


New Discipline Brochure 
Guides Grand Rapids Schools 


GRAND RAPIDS, MICH. — A new 
brochure which deals with the “orderli- 
ness, control and routines” of operating 
a school system has been issued by the 
office of the Grand Rapids Public Schools, 
and was distributed to teachers at the 
opening of school in September. 

The brochure, called “Discipline in the 
Rapids Public Schools,” _ lists 
tenets of discipline necessary for teachers, 
and excerpts from the State of Michigan 
General School Laws that pertain to dis- 
cipline. It also defines the general re- 
sponsibility for discipline among parents 
and school personnel, and suggests pro-

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School Lunch Costs 
$597 Million in 1957-58 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — School lunch 
programs in 60,000 public schools across 
the nation used $597 million of food, 
wholesale value, between July 1957 and 
June 1958, the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture reports. 

About $505 million, or 85 per cent, of 
the total value was purchased from local 
sources. The remainder was donated to 
the schools by the federal government, 
directly from purchases for the school 
lunch program, or from food acquired 
under price stabilization or surplus-re- 
moval programs. Schools which partici- 
pated in the national school lunch pro- 
gram, which provides assistance to 
schools operating a nonprofit food service 
for children, numbered about 54,000. 

Among the commodities used, milk and 
milk products delivered to the schools 
were valued at $231 million. Fresh fluid 
milk accounted for $192 million, while 
ice cream was valued at $17 million. The 
meat, poultry and fish group of foods was 
valued at $108 million, or $5 per child. 
Fruits and vegetables were valued at $91 
million, bakery products at $46 million, 
fats and oils at $43 million, beverages 


and miscellaneous at $78 million. 


Comprehensive Insurance 
Advised for School Boards 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL. — The best in- 
surance policy for school boards would 
be a comprehensive general _ liability 
which covers all known and unknown 
risks, according to the insurance commit- 
tee of the Illinois Association of School 
Boards. 

Such a policy can cover everything 
from buses and property damage to pub- 
lic liability, or can be divided into two 
basic policies — one for buses and one 
for general liability, the committee said 
These policies are generally written to 
protect the school district and may, at 
no additional cost, cover and protect in- 
dividual board members

NEW YORK. — A Center for Instruc- 
tional Television has been established by 
New York University to develop and dis- 
seminate the most effective technics for 
televised teaching in the nation’s schools, 
John E. Ivey Jr., executive vice president 
of the university, announced recently. 
The Radio Corporation of America has 
provided some $100,000 in funds and 
television equipment for the center, 
which will concentrate on teacher-train-

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Six Illinois High Schools 
To Test New Math Curriculum 


CARBONDALE, ILL. — A develop- 
mental mathematics curriculum pio- 
neered at Southern Illinois University 
High School will be tested at six southern 
Illinois high schools this fall. The project 
is supported by a $2000 grant from the 
Marcel Holzer Fund for Education. 

The program, organized by Morton 
Kenner, mathematics instructor at the 
university, and Dwain Small, head of 
mathematics instruction at the univer- 
sity’s high school, offers a new approach 
- stressing basic ideas, particularly those 
which have revolutionized mathematics 
in the last half century. 

The program aims to bring secondary 
teachers up to date with changing times 
in mathematics, to keep them abreast of 
new changes and give them a teachable, 
common-sense course that will convey 
the “excitement” of the subject to the 


students 


Guard Against Mechanization, 
Math Teachers Warned 


ANN ARBOR, MICH. — Teachers 
should be wary of any trend toward 
mechanization in arithmetic classes, an 
example being the “use of TV closed cir- 
cuit and a child sitting with eyes glued 
on a little frame in front of the machine,” 
said Howard F. Fehr of Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, at the 19th 
summer meeting of the National Council 
of Teachers of Mathematics here. 

Professor Fehr contends: “If one con- 
ceives of human learning as freeing and 
liberalizing the mind and not constrain- 
ing it, one must think of such mechan- 
ized programs as constituting a peril. I 
believe we should use these devices as 
aids only. 

“The ultimate goal of our teaching 
must be to aw aken and develop within our 
students their ability to do creative think- 
ing. Real thinking in mathematics is done 
by creators who must know how to do 
four things observe, select, make gen- 
eralizations, and act,” declared Professor

To Study Juvenile Delinquency 


ST. LOUIS Washington University 
has received a $50,000 grant from the 
National Institute of Mental Health for 
research into the causes of juvenile de- 
linquency. Project director is Robert 
Hamblin, assistant professor of sociology 
at the universitv, and research associate 
at its social science institute. He and his 
assistants are interviewing about 1000 
adolescents, some having delinquency 
records, to learn what factors have shaped 
their attitudes and behavior.

Where It Hurts. “Teachers in Ar- 
kansas are victims of a law which strikes 
at the heart of academic freedom by re- 
straining them from joining organizations 
of their choice,” charges William P. Fid- 
ler, general secretary of the American 
Association of University Professors. An 
Arkansas law passed at a special 1958 
session requires all publicly-employed 
teachers to list the organizations to which 
they have belonged or contributed dur- 
ing the past five years. An A.A.U.P. press 
release relates that the law is “generally 
regarded as an anti-N.A.A.C.P. measure, 
but the language covers churches, politi- 
cal parties, social clubs and professional 
societies.” Four University of Arkansas 
professors, dismissed for refusing to com- 
ply with the law, will receive “the full 
support of the A.A.U.P. in finding other 


posts elsewhere.” 


Close the Purse Strings. [!linois’s 
State School Supt. George T. Wilkins, 
in withdrawing recognition and state aid 
from a downstate school with 52 Negro 
pupils, says it has “nothing to do with 
segregation and integration.”

being judged according to his standing 
in a group. (5) Departmentalization is be- 
ing used more as an instructional plan. 
(6) Courses that concern physical, social 
and emotional development are being 
dropped. (7) Class sizes are increasing 
and _ television instruction is gaining 
greater acceptance.

New Labor Report 
Predicts 1975 Trends 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — More than 
four million persons between the ages of 
14 and 24 will be included in the U.S 
labor force by 1975, and a great number 
of those will be part-time workers who 
also attend school, according to a report 
issued recently by the U.S. Labor De- 
partment’s bureau of labor statistics, 
called “Population and Labor Force Pro- 
jections for the U. S., 1960 to 1975.” 

By 1965, there may be a shortage of 
men in the age group 25 to 44 in which 
so many of the skilled workers gain their 
experience, the report says

These unretouched photographs vividly demonstrate the comparative 
fire retardant qualities afforded by an acoustical ceiling constructed 
with acoustical tiles cemented to a backing material like gypsum board. 


1. Above this corridor the acoustical tile was hung in a 
metal suspension frame, without a solid backing 
material. Here, the flames quickly burned through 
The spline ceiling fell out altogether and the steel 


joists above were badly damaged by the flames 


Fire safety plus better sound control 

Both of these acoustical ceilings were installed pri- 
marily to control sound. But only the ceiling with the 
acoustical tile cemented to a solid backing material 
provided the best in sound control, plus a highly 
desirable factor of fire safety. 

Solid-backed acoustical ceilings offer many advan- 
tages: effective sound isolation (in addition to good 
absorption), low maintenance cost, quick access to 
utilities (services), low cost partitioning (with 
economical flexibility ). 


Keonomical, too 

Although the safety of human life is a primary con 
sideration in the design of a school structure, 
economy is always to be desired. The suspended 
acoustical ceiling that specifies a fire-rated backing 
material can, as in the case of this school fire, pre- 
vent costly property damage. Note in Picture 2 
above how the solid-backed ceiling protected the 


steel joists.

Furthermore, in some localities it will be found that 
properly constructed acoustical ceilings, using a 
rated backing material, substantially reduce insur- 
ance premiums. In fact, in some cases a premium 
penalty is imposed when a suspended ceiling does not 
conform to fire-rated specifications.

Cumulative records measure the progress 
of the pupil, not only in his increasing 
knowledge but also in his deportment, his 
adjustment to his surroundings, and_ his 
growth as a citizen. Because, to a significant 
degree, these factors reflect the effectiveness 
of his teachers, teacher performance is also 
measured. Teacher performance, in turn,
